The new revenue law provides 
for inatallment payment on all 
taxea if the payer chooses. 
The 
first installm ent must be forward­ 
ed with the return of the taxpay­ 
er not later than Marc* 15. 
One- 
fourth ie payable on that date, 
one-fourth 
June 
15, 
one fourth 
Sept. 15, and the balance Dec. 15.

discussion. 
Regulations under which 
m unitions are shipped from neutrals 
to warring countries would 
be 
com ­ 
pletely overturned. 
Under their oper­ 
ation “freedom of the seas" would not 
be theoretical but raal. 
The United Press 
is 
able to state 
that the principal points favored by 
tile peace delegates regarding muni­ 
tions shipm ent la the future are: 
1. Each nation shall he held respon­ 
sible for any unneutral act by its citi­ 
zens. 
2. All contraband must 
be 
estab­ 
lished at Uie outbreak of the wee and * 
lists cannot be changed during the I 
period of hostilities. 
3. As carrying contraband naturally 
is forbidden, the flag of a non-warring 
nation flying over a ship would be a 
guarantee that she was not carrying- 
m unitions 
or 
other 
prohibited 
ma­ 
terials. 
' 
4. lf a ship arouses suspicion and I 
is stopped within a restricted area, 
search shall be limited to investiga­ 
tion of her pajiers to determ ine her 
nationality. 
5. If a ship of a non-warring power 
Is discovered carrying contraband, that j 
nation shall be subject to punishment 
by the league of nations, econom ically 
or otherwise, as the executive counsel 
recommends. 
It is obvious that under such rules 
no nation will he able to carry on a 
war beyond the lim ’t of her own pro­ 
duction of munitions. 
The practice 
of buying munitions from a non-war­ 
ring power by payment of enormous 
prices and obtaining shipment through 
payment of high freight rates, with 
shippers taking the risk 
us heretofore 
done— would be elim inated by Point 
I aud the nation from which a ship was 
sailiug would ascertain that she car­ 
ried no contraband as a measure of 
self-protection. 
There would be no neutral power 
In the strict sense after establishing 
the league o f nations, but assum ing

Pi 
lions would act as a further deterrent. 
If a belligerent violated the rules gov­ 
erning its m ovem ents at sea it would 
bring on it the

ligerent would render the latter an 
accom plice in war making. 
As the discussion progresses the 
idea that is constantly brought to the 
forefront is not to frame rules under 
which war can be humanely conduct­ 
ed but to render war impossible.

997 against. 
He said he did not 
believe the governm ent had done 


all it could to meet the miners* 
demands. 
"Confronted with the prospect 
of civil strife we should do all in 
our power to ^pvert 
it," 
said 
Lloyd-George in Introducing the 
bill. 
"I 
had 
hoped 
the 
bill 
would be passed through all tis 
stages today. 
"To grant the m iners’ demands 
without inquiry’ might make hun­ 
dreds of thousands jobless, while 
crippling the export of coal. 
The 
miners were placed first in de­ 
mobilization and the term s 
of­ 
fered them were the m ost gener­ 
ous of any country in Europe." 
The premier proposed a reduc­ 
tion in hours and a raise in the 
pay of coal at the pit head to 26 
shillings a ton ($6.50). compared 
with l l to 12 shillings ($2.75 to 
$3) in America.

25.—Search for the grave of Juan 
Rodriguez C aballo, hardy Portu­ 
guese explorer who w as the first 
European to gaze upon Califor­ 
nia’s sunny shores, with perhaps 
a hunt for buried 
treasure

Francis Drake forgot, has brought 
J. P. Moore from Florida to San 
Miguel Island. 
Moore ow ns San Miguel, which 
is one of the group of romantic 
lales off the Santa Barbara coun­ 
ty c o a st 
He has spent the last 
w eek in prelinHnary exploration. 
C abrilla 
partly 
according 
to 
history and partly to legend, died 
at sea and his body was buried 
on an island of the Santa Bar­ 
bara group, believed to be San 
Miguel. 


At the sam e tim e 
the 
same 
sources recount how Sir Francis 
Drake slipped into the Santa Bar­ 
bara 
channel 
and 
supposedly 
buried on San Miguel 
the 
loot 
which he is credited with tsking 
when he overhauled a 
fleet 
of 
Spanish caravels bound for the 
Spice islands. 
Then along came 
a sm all 
Spanish 
armada 
and 
Drake slipped back to sea again, 
leaving bis treasure behind him. 
Drake is supposed to have gone 
to England and probably told sn 
em issary 
of 
Queen 
Elizabeth 
about his artificial gold mine, but 
history fails to show 
that 
the 
queen ever developed the 
pros­ 
pect. 
Moore, it is said, will not forget 
the buried treasure in his search 
for buried bones.

Now We have but few 
flies and every fly you swat now will 
save yon swatting thousands if not 
millions in a few weeks.

The new $6,000,000,000 revenue act 
of 1918, soon to become effective, im­ 
poses several new occupational taxes. 
Among these are special taxes to be 
paid by proprietors of shooting galler­ 
ies, by proprietors of riding academies, 
and by persons carrying on the busi­ 
ness of operating or renting passenger 
automobiles for hire. 
These taxes are retro active to Jan­ 
uary I, 1919, and must be paid within 
thirty days after the approval of the 
act, or heavy penalties attach for de­ 
linquency. 
The tax on shooting galleries is $20 
per year, and on riding academies $100 
per year.

The tax en automobiles for hire is 
$10 per year for each such car having 
a seating capacity of more than two 
and not more than seven, and $20 per 
year for each such automobile having 
a seating capacity of more than seven.
